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ABSTRACT 



A survey was sent out in the fall of 1988 to all 



4-year college and university libraries in Texas; the overall 
response rate was 77%. The purpose of the survey was to: (1) compare 
funding patterns in state and private institutions; (2) compare 
appropriation increases with rising costs for books and journals; and 
(3) determine whether academic libraries in Texas have the funds 
necessary to meet the needs of *-''eir faculty and students. Survey 
results document that most of the libraries at both public and 
private institutions of higher eJucation are in distress. Support for 
the acquisition of books and journals has not been sufficient to 
adequately keep pace with the costs of the increasingly expensive 
information resources and expanding enrollments. The vast majority of 
academic libraries are either in the process of or have recently 
completed extensive serials cancellation projects; at one state 
institution, alone, over 11,000 journals were cut over a two-year 
period. Results also indicate that since fiscal year 1936, funding 
has not kept pace with inflation, and that the funding situation 
appears to be worsening. Over half of the rf^port is composed of 
appendices that present the data in 26 tables and 10 graphs.

INTRODUCTION 

The Committee on Funding was established by the Texas 
Library Association's Acquisitions Roundtable to compare trends 
in funding for library books and Journals in academic libraries 
in the state of Texas over the past decade. Th:? Acquisitions 
Roundtable became aware through the membership that academic 
libraries have not received funding increases adequate to meet 
the rising cost of library materials. 

A survey was .^ent out in the Fall of 1988 to all 4-year 
college and universi.ty libraries In Texas. The purpose of the 
survey was to compare: 1) funding patterns in state vs. private 
institutions, and 2) appropriation increases vs. rising; costs for 
books and Journals. In addition, the survey will be helpful in 
determining if academic libraries in the state have the funds 
necessary to meet the needs of their faculty and students. 

Survey results clearly document the fact that most of the 
libraries at both public and private institutions of higher 
education in Texas are in trouble Support for the acquisition of 
books and Journals has not been sufficient to adequately keep 
pace with the costs of these increasingly expensive information 
resources and expanding enrollments. 

The vast majority of academic libraries are either cur- 
rently In the process of, or have recently con^leted extensive 
serials cancellation projects. Thousands of Journals have been 
cancelled as a result of these projects: at one state institution 
alone over 11,000 Journals have been cut over the last two years. 
At the same time and sometimes at the same institution, book 
purchases have had to be reduced to keep basic serials subscrip- 
tions: ytate appropriations in 1987/88 were insufficient for one 
institution to buy any books at all. The "information explosion" 
continues, but all of Texas private academic libraries will col- 
lectively be able to buy 4,700 fewer books in 1989 than they pur- 
chas'»d in 1985. At state supported institutions over 65,000 
fewer boc^s will be bought in fiscal 1989 than in 1985. 

The average U.S. book price has increased 67.5% since fiscal 
year 1979; the average U.S. Journal price has increased 108% 
during the same time period. The combined library materials 
price index, weighted for the typical mix of books and journals 
bought by college and university libraries averaged 7.4% per 
year— a 74% cumulative iixcrease for the period.* The statistics

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gathered from Texas academic libraries do not show funding in- 
creases to match tliese inflation rates. Librarians recognize the 
difficulty library funding agents will have in matching inflation 
rates for library materials on a year-to--year basis. It is ap- 
parent that Texas funding is consistently short of the increas- 
ing cost of library materials: only seven state supported 
academic libraries surveyed received funding increases for 
library materials which exceeded the rate of inflation during the 
past decade—and none of these seven exceeded the inflation 
rate by more than 1.6 percent. Private institutions have fared 
little better than their state supported counterparts in this 
respect: only six private libraries reported funding increases 
that matched or exceeded the inflation rate (three libraries by 
less than two percent), tsee .APPENDIX TABLE 11 

The trends in the cost for library materials and funding 
for academic libraries in Texas are very disturbing. Without 
libraries adequate to support teaching and research it is very 
difficult — and often impossible— for colleges and universities 
to attract and retain the best faculty. Inadequate lioraries 
shortchange the education provided for students. In an in- 
creasingly information-intensive society Texas students will 
have greater difficulty competing with students educated in other 
states where the library, as a key element in the educational 
process, receives stronger support. It is difficult to predict 
that Texas can continue to prove that it provides more than an 
average educational environment unless the issue of adequate 
funding for the libraries in state colleges and universities is 
addressed. 

REVIEW OF THE DATA 

More than 3 of every 4 libraries from Texas 4-year col- 
leges and universities responded to the survey, so that the 
overall response rate was 77%. Eighty-seven percent of the state 
supported institutions and 64% of the private institutions 
returned questionnaires. On average^ the amount budgeted for 
library materials was increased by 8.53% per year between 1979 
and 1989 at private institutions, and by 6.04% at state supported 
institutions, [see APPENDIX TABLE 13 Because the inflation rate 
for library materials during this period averaged 7.4% annually, 
the effective purchasing power of budgets for library materials 
at private institutions increased at the rate of only 1.13% an- 
nually* At state institutions the effective purchasing power was 
reduced by 1.36% each year, [see APPENDIX TABLE 23 The 1980 's 
has been a period of flat budgets for libraries in private Texas 
academic institutions^ and a period of decline for state sup- 
ported academic libraries. 

While the overall funding trends for the last decade show 
cause for concern, a closer examination o2 me past three years 
reveals that the situation is worsening* Since fiscal 1986 fund- 
ing has not kept pace with inflation at either public or private 
institutions. The library materials dollar has lotst an average 
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of 1.43% of its buying power annually since 1986 at private in- 
stitutions. Prior to 1985 state supported academic libraries en- 
joyed line-item status in the Texas appropriation process: each 
library was appropriated funding by the legislature in a 
separate budget line. Funds were not transferable from the 
library to other university programs such as athletics. State 
academic libraries, urtiich lost their line-item status in 1985^ 
have absorbed effective budget reductions of 5.56% a year since 
1986r both because of inflation and their less-than-spectacular 
success in competing with other programs on their respective 
caucuses for funding. Csee APPENDIX TABLE 33 When viewed on an 
individual library basis the data from some institutions is very 
alarming: , two private and seven state academic libraries have 
had their • materials purchasing power reduced by more than 10% 
each year since 1986. Csee APPENDIX TABLE 43 



The difference in levels of support between public and 
private institutions is significant when comparing expenditures 
per student. Private institutions experienced an increase of 14% 
in enrollment between 1979 and 1987 and public institutions had 
an enrollment increase of 22% during this period.^ Libraries at 
private colleges and universities were able to respond to their 
increased demand for library materials by spending an additional 
$76.10 per student—an increase of 80%^ Because Texas state sup- 
ported institJtions experienced an enrollment growth rate much 
higher than that of private institutions, their libraries were 
able to increase spending for materials by $17.96 per student — 
an increase of only 39% Csee APPENDIX TABLE 53

Because the costs for books and Journals increased sub- 
stantially over the period 1979 to 1987, both libraries at private 
and state supported institutions were able to acquire fewer 
materials for each student in 1987 than they did in 1979* When 
esqpenditures are adjusted for inflation, they show an erosion in 
expei>diture per student by 14% at private and by 33% at state 
supported libraries* Csee APPENDIX TABLE 73 However, there were 
no private institutions that reported an expenditure per student 
after inflation which was was lowered by more than 40% between 
1979 and 1989. Almost half of the stale supported libraries sur- 
veyed showed effective budgets reduced by more than 40% during 
this period. Csee APPENDIX T/iBLE 81 



John Minter Associates of Boulder, Colorado has taken data 
from the 1985 HEGIS report to derive national ^statistical norms 
for college and university libraries.^* This report shows that 
nationally the 50th percentile for public baccalaureate degree 
institutions was $66 per student for library materials; i.e., 
half of the institutions spent more than $66 per student and 
half spent less. The 50th percentile for public master's degree 
institutions was $67 and for doctoral degree institutions, $110. 
The weighted average for all public institutions was $76. Corooar- 
ing these 1985 national norms with 1985 statistics from Texas 
libraries makes the point quite clearly that the state's public 
hi^er education institutions are not spending as much on

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library materials per student are most other public institu- 
tions in the nation. The Texas average of $64 in 1985 compares 
unfavorably to the national 50th percentile of $76 for 1985. [see 
APPENDIX TABLE 7] 

Among private colleges and universities the 50th percen- 
tile for B.A. degree institutions was $73, for MA degree institu- 
tions was $74, and Ph.D. degree institutions was $188, with a 
weighted average of $81. Comparing these 1985 national norms 
with 1985 statistics from privately supported Texas academic 
libraries shows that, overall, the private institutions are in a 
much stronger position nationally than those which are state 
supported. The Texas average of $172 per student in 1985 for 
private institutions is substantially higher than the weighted 
national norm of $81. However, within the group of Texas private 
institutions, the level of funding per student is highly vari- 
able. Only 43% of the private libraries responding met or ex- 
ceeded the national norm, [see APPENDIX TABLE 8] 

FUNDING AND SERIALS 

Another area of concern is that part of the materials 
budget consumed by serials. In 1979/80 all private institutions 
reported spending $1,390,058 [see APPENDIX TABLE 9] or 37% of 
their materials budgets on serials. By the end of the decade, 
these same libraries reported spending $3,764,392— a 267% net in- 
crease. This amount for serials is 44% of their materials 
budgets; 7% more than in 1979/80. [see APPENDIX TABLE 10] 

Because of the rapidly rising costs for serials, however, 
the 267% increase in expenditures for serials resulted in only a 
46% increase in the number of serial titles actually acquired, 
[see APPENDIX TABLE 11] In other words, all of the libraries in 
all of the private colleges and universities responding to the 
survey were able to add Just 11.242 new Journal titles to their 
collections during the decade of the 1980 's. 

Significant differences in materials budget allocation pat- 
terns exist between state and private institutions. In 1979/80 
the state institutions were already allocating 52% cf their 
materials budgets for serials. [see APPENDIX TABLE 10] By 
1988/89 allocations for serials at state institutions had in- 
creased by 226% over 1979/80 ~ to $13.6 million ~ and consumed 
66% of their total 1988/89 materials budgets, [see APPENDIX TABLE 
10] 

Again, because subscription prices effectively doubled 
during this period significant increases in the acquisition of 
new titles was not possible with the budgets available. By the 
end of the decade, together all of the state supported libraries 
were subscribing to only 18% more serial titles than they 
received in 1979/80. Caee APPENDIX TABLE 11] This increase in 
serial subbcriptions mainly occurred between 1979 and 1985. 
Since line-item funding for state academic libraries was 



eliminated in 1985 the number of subscriptions received has in-- 
creased by just 5% during the last half of the decade, [see AP- 
PENDIX TABLE 123 

The fact that private institutions increased spending for 
serials by a greater percentage than public institutions indi- 
cates that the private institutions were able to retain more of 
their periodical subscriptions. Virtually every state supported 
school has been engaged in canceling subscriptions during the 
last few years. According to the survey, 50% of the libraries in 
private institutions of nigher education, and 92% of state sup- 
ported institutions have undertaken serials cancellation projects 
recently or plan to do so this year. 
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FUNDING AND BOOKS 

Books are becoming an endangered species in many of the 
academic libraries in Texas. In 1979/80 all private institutions 
reported spending $2,219,711 [see APPENDIX TABLE 131 or an average 
of 58* [see APPENDIX TABLE 141 of their materials budgets on 
books. By the end of the decade, these same libraries reported 
spending $4.368,227~a 197% net increase in spending. However, 
the amount of the total materials budget allocated for books was 
reduced by 7% — to 51% of the total materials budgets. 

Because of the rising costs for books and the reduction in 
the percentage of the materials budget allocated for books, the 
197% increase in the amount spent on books resulted in only a 
29% Increase — 27,451 titles ~ [see APPENDIX TABLE 153 in the 
number of books purchased in 1988/89 over the number purchased 
in 1979/80. Nearly half of the private libraries will buy fewer 
books this year than they did in 1979/80. [see APPENDIX TABLE 163 
Differences between state and private institutions in 
book acquisitions are profound. In 1979/80 the state institu- 
tions allocated 41% [see APPENDIX TABLE 143 of their materials 
budgets for books. By 1988/89 serials purchases by state in- 
stitutions had decreased their book allocation by 11% Cto 30% of 
the tota.\ materials budget), and one out of four state academic 
librariea allocated less than 20% of the materials budget for 
books, [see APPENDIX TABLE 14A] 

Price increases, inadequate appropriations, and decisions to 
increr-ae the percent of the materials allocation for serials have 
had a chilling effect on the acquisition of books at state sup- 
ported colleges and universities. By the end of the decade, all 
of the state supported libraries together were getting 18% [see 
APPENDIX TABLE 153 fewer books ~ 39,182 titles — than in 
1979/80. Practically every institution bought fewer books, [see 
APPENDIX TABLE 163 
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Since 1985, when the Texas Legislature eliminated line-item 
funding for academic libraries, it has been even more difficult 
for many state supported academic libraries to afford the books 
needed by their users than it was at the beginning of the 
decade. State supported libraries acquired will buy 65,079 
fewer books this year than they did in 1984/85. [see APPENDIX 
TABLE 171 
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Unlike serials, books do not have to be paid for until 
they are received. This means that a library's book budget can 
often function as a reserve, at least for part of the year, for 
contingencies such as underestimating serials prices. With 
serial inflation in the double digits, and the fluctuation of 
the dollar against other currencies, serials prices are increas- 
ingly difficult to predict. Libraries with book allocation per- 
centages in the 20% and under range face the prospect of being 
unable to renew some of their Journals at all unless they can 
predict serial price increases with precision, [see APPENDIX 
TABLE 14A] 



FUNDING AND LIBRARY STANDARDS 

The "Standards for College Libraries" established by the 
American Library Association are intended to apply to libraries 
supporting academic programs at the bachelor's and master's de- 
gree levels. The standards "specifically address themselves to 
Institutions defined by the Carnegie Commission on Higher Educa- 
tion as Liberal Arts Colleges I and II and Con^rehensive Univer- 
sities and Colleges I and 11."* i-hese standards provide a formula 
for determining the minimum number of items required for a col- 
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lection at these institutions. The standai is also reconmend that 
the appropriation for the library ought to be 6% of the total 
institutional budget.* The standards further specify that the 
appropriation should be increased over the 6% level for addi- 
tional acquisition and processing of audio-visual and/or 
microconqputer resources. Finally, the standards suggest that be- 
tween 35% and 46% of a library's budget should be allocated for 
the acxjuisition of materials. 

The "Standards for University Libraries" were developed by 
a Joint Association of Research Libraries/Association of College 
and Research Libraries Coramittee and "are intended to apply only 
to those institutions of higher education which have been 
characterized by the Carnegie Conmission on Higher Education as 
'doctoral granting' institutions."* Unlike the "Standards for 
College Libraries," the "Standards for University Libraries" do 
lot include precise formulas for determining collection size or 
funding. In an effort to provide some guidance for university 
libraries an appendix to the standards suggests that university 
libraries should compare themselves quantitatively to other 
similar institutions. For example, it was found in 1976-77 that 
the majority of Association of Research Libraries member 
libraries spent 30% of their budgets on acquisitions.'' No figure 
was offered for the minimum percentage of the total uni^'ersity 
budget that should be allocated to the library. 

In order to analyze state funding for academic libraries 
and conqpare the trends, the committee compiled expenditure 
figures for 30 of the Texas state supported institutions of 
higher ecucation as reported in the Texas Legislative Budget Es- 
timaie s from 1979-80 tc 1987-88. Budget figures for 1988/89 are 
also included in the analysis. These figures, representing state 
funding, were then used to make the comparisons. These figures 
are illustrated by the Graphs Al through A3 in the Appendix. 
Each set of graphs portrays the 30 institutions CI) as a whole; 
C2) divided in terms of eligibility for Proposition II (Prop 2) 
funding, or for income from the Permanent University Fund CPUF); 
(3) categorized by which set of library standards apply as deter- 
mined by Carnegie classification; and C4) divided by Carnegie 
classification. 

The first set of graphs [see APPE'JDIX: GRAPHS Al through 
A4] shows library support as a percent of institutional expendi- 
tures. These graphs illustrate that, as a whole, library funding

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state supported academic institutions in Texas can be 
broadly grouped into those who may receive supplemental ap- 
propriations from the Permanent University Fund and those 
eligible to receive appropriations from Proposition 2 funds. In- 
come derived fiom state-owned oil producing lands is deposited 
in the Permanent University Fund. Proposition 2 funding con- 
sists of income derived from a Jarge bond issue approved by the 
voters of the state. 

When compared by source of state funding, it is apparent 
that this decline has not been as dramatic for Prop 2 institu- 
tions as for PUF institutions. When exeunined from a comparison 
of "college" libraries versus "university" libraries, it appears 
that perhaps the standards for "college" libraries have been 
helpful in maintaining a higher level of funding for those in- 
stitutions. However, as a whole, none of them approach the 6X> 
minimum called for by the Standards for College Libraries. 
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The decline in funding levels for "university" libraries is 
pronounced. The lack of line-item funding as well quantita- 
tive standards may be playing a significant role in .nls decline. 
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The sscond set of graphs [see APPENDIX: GRAPHS Bl through 
B43 shows total library expenditures in dollar amounts and gives 
a breakdown by the same categories used above. The first graph 
in this set, however, shows the total dollars spent by libraries 
over the past ten years, both in actual dollars and then reduced 
to steady 1979 dollars based on the Consumer Price Index. As a 
whole, the buying power of academic libraries leveled off in 
1984-85 and has been declining ever since. This decrease in 
buying power for materials, staff, database searches, etc. coupled 
with a shrinking portion of institutional funds highlights the 
current funding crisis in academic libraries. 

The third set of graphs [see APPENDIX: GRAPHS CI through 
C4i shows library material expenditures as a percent of total 
library expenditures. These graphs clearly indicate that roost of 
the state-supported academic libraries in Texas are regularly 
spending between 30% to 40% of total library funds on materials. 
Once again, with the decreasing buying power oi the dollar and 
the libraries' shrinking share of ovei&xl institutional resources, 
it is obvious that the percentage expended for library acquisi- 
tions must increase dramatically in order to maintain quality 
collections. This set of graphs reveals that there has been a 
slight overall upward trend, indicating that libraries have at- 
tempted to supplement their materials *».cquisitions budget from 
staff, capital, and maintenance and operations funds. However, 
any sustained increase for acquisitions by this method neces- 
sitates the reduction of other libiary services. Books and Jour- 
nals cannot be used unless they can be made accessible to their 
users by librarians and library staff. 

It is evident from these graphjs that funcJing for state sup- 
ported academic libraries in Texas is on the decline. Further, 
this decline has accelerated since the concept of line-item fund- 
ing for state-supported academic libraries was abandoned. 
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CQNaUSION 



It has bee)i said that Just as scientists need good 
laboratories^ scholars in the social sciences and humanities need 
good libraries. Recent work by Texas scientists in the areas of 
fusion and superconductivity clearly indicate that scientists 
need good libraries— libraries able to rapidly acquire and make 
available the latest advances in knowledge— Just as much as they 
need their laboratories. It is clear that both private and state 
academic libraries in Texas need to do a better Job in the area 
of acquisitions if students and researchers are going to be able 
to compete successfully on the national level* 

Clearly the data presented In this report shows evidence of 
a stronger commitment to materials funding for state academic 
libraries before line-item funding for libraries was eliminated 
by the legislature. The philosophy currently in effect regarding 
library collections seems to indicate a weakening of commitment 
to higher education in Texas* 

Just as clearly, the Judgment and expertise of the Library 
Formula Study Committee of the Cbordinating Board should be 
utilized. If funding was provided at the level recommended by 
this group, rather than the Texas Legislative Budget Board's 
staff recommendationt library collections would be of a much 
higher quality than is currently the case* 

This report strongly indicates the wisdom of support for 
acquisitions of library materials at no less than the level of 
the national average. With inflation, this indicates a minimum 
of funding for collections at $113.00 per student in 1989. 

Looking toward the ongoing changes in the publication and 
distribution of scholarly information, library materials funding 
needs to go beyond purchases of books and Journals. Critical 
information available on optical disk and online databases must 
be readily available before we can legitimately say that Texas is 
committee to education and the future.
